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A NEW SPECIES OF CAPULUS FROM CALIFORNIA, 
nv W. 11. DALL. 

]Mis. T. S. Oldroyd, of’ Los Angeles, CnL, recently sent nie a 
species of (^(iptflus vvliiclj iippears to be new, an<l uliicli adds to tlie 
fauna of (^difornia a genns not liitlierto known to belong to it. 

Capulus callfornicus u. sp. 

Shell only inodei'ately elevated, oval or more oi* less conformable 
with the object upon which it roosts, tin; a[)ex small, somewhat later¬ 
ally com]>ressed, inenryed almost synimetrically, mairly concealing 
the smooth, one-whoided nnclens, situated near the posterior margin; 
snriaci^. nearly smooth, somewhat irregular, nu'sially w’ith small faint 
1‘adial Jiot very close-set ridges, covered with an imbricated dense 
soft glistening jieriostracum which projects beyond the margins ; in¬ 
terior polished, white, witl» faint rosy rays extending from the ajiex 
to the anterior margin ; Alt. 10, Ion. before the apex 30, behind it 
5 . 0 , total basal length 30.5, averag<i width 20 mm. 

Tiiis line shell was found on the Hat valve of Pecten lUeyensis 
Dali {Jloruhis Hinds lum Gmelin), in 20 to 25 i'atboms off San 
Pedro, California. 

Carpenter rej>oi-ted some fragments of Capulus from ^lazatlan, but 
these were not really siiHicicmt to establish the pi’esence of the genns. 
The prc'sent sj)('cics is related to C. ralyptra iMartyn. of Jajaiii, and 
C. Jtuugarirus of the noi'theast Atlantic. It is less elevated than 
eithe r, the scidptnre is much fainter than in (J, Jiulupiricus and the 
apex is h^ss conspicnons, more posterior and less coiled. 

J have several times received a small sliell collected among kelp 
roots and variously motthMl or tinted with purple or reddish-brown 
and yellow. A very young spiadmen of this kind was descrihed by 
Carpenter niuler the name a\' Psc})Jiis telliinpaUs, It is not a Psephis 
but has the characters of1 lan e snsp<^cted for a long time 
it was tlie young of C. carditoidcs, \a^{ have not }(^t S('en enough 
material to ittake this certain, and therefore suggest that Pacific 
coast students shoidd embaivor to solve the |)roblem.

I hav(‘ r(^C(Mved from Dr. Arthur jMead Edwards, the well-known 
microscopist of’ Newai'k, N. J., c(n*tain Mollnscan forms for deter- 
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miliation. It will be iioticcfl, they are all eoniinon fresh-water 
.•species. The first lot inehidos riaiiorhis j)ari-ns^ P. campdimlalvs^ 
Linincea htnuilis^ PJtysa heterostr<tph(ij Valcatu carianta and V. .s/;/- 
cent ; all of the above Say's species. The foregoin;:: are from the 
‘‘fossilifer(ms sands ovei lyiiig tie* chiys of Essex county,” Ontario, 
Canada {^'Pleistocene^''), and are associated with Mastodon remains, 
d'hey were collected in 1807 by Di-. Henry ]M. Ami, of the Can¬ 
adian Geological Survey, and sent to Dr. Edwards b}* the collector, 
pi'csnumbly with microscopic matei'ial. 

In the secoml lot, there is only the single species Phnwrhis parvus 
Say; this was found associated with ^Jastodon remains at Newbargii, 
X. Y., by F. AV. Schalfei* (in 1800). who s<'nt th(* examples to Dr. 
Edwards. Of the species mmied herein, /^.and L. humilis 
exhibit a wide distril)Ution in tin* j-ast as well as in the jn’esent times. 
Both of thes(^ are repoi-ted as ocmii'i'ing li\ ing, and fossil, in the 
Lahontan and Bonneville ar(*as of th(^ Great Basin ; P. heterostropha. 
living in both, but semi-fossil oidy in Bonnevilh'. F. credited 

to Salt Lake, living, by its C(dh^ctor Henry Hemphill, is represented 
as ji semi-fossil in the Bonneville area by Call's var. Utahensis. The 
occurrence of li\ing (‘xamph^s in either of tlie areas namtioned, 
is not noted in Call's list of Great Basin niolhisca.' While L. Innn- 
ilis is everywh(M'(s east and w(^st, north, and pia tty widely <lispersed 
towards the south, P. campfuttilatus has a much more restrict<‘d 
range and has yet to be reported west of the Bocky ^Mountains.
